Judging from the size of the 
traffic jam after the Fourth of July 
fireworks display, the largest crowd 
ever came out to witness the event.

Council Debates Beer at Lake, 
Castigates Magazine Article

A lively discussion last Monday night on the rights oi 
beerdrinkers provided a welcome relief to a city council agenda 
filled with news of plans for commercial and industrial de¬ 
velopment of vacant land, of revised plans for a perimeter 
road and schools, of a controversiai magazine article, and of 


(lending legal cases. 

A motion to permit consumption 
of beer at the Greenbelt Lake was 
left on the table after sponsor Bill 
Hoff was unable to convince a ma¬ 
jority of councilmen that the pre¬ 
sent situation was inequitable. The 
present ordinance permits beer 
drinking only by groups with per¬ 
mits. This, councilmen Hoff and 
Gerald Gough felt, was unfair to 
individuals and families. 

They wanted to know what consti¬ 
tutes a group and posed the hypo¬ 
thetical question whether a "Hoff- 
Gough March and Chowder Socie¬ 
ty” could get a permit. City Man¬ 
ager Giese was non-committal, 
though he pointed out that permits 
are granted in the name of indivi¬ 
duals. Spectator Wally Cohen, ci¬ 
ting his adverse experience in re¬ 
serving space at the lake for a Cub 
Scout picnic, did not seem impres¬ 
sed with the news that the permit 
would allow beer drinking, when 
it was reserved space he wanted. 
Giese said that space is now being 
reserved for Greenbelt groups. 

Concern was expressed that the 
motion would encourage public 
beer drinking by juveniles. It was 
noted that State law already pro¬ 
hibits this, but Marge Bergemann 
asked how about drinking by "ju¬ 
veniles over 21.” Concern about de¬ 
bris was expressed by Seymour 
Kaplan, who earlier had asked for 
an ordinance to clamp down on 
drinking from open bottles in the 
Center Mall because of the dan¬ 
ger from broken glass left on the 
ground. 

Commercial Plans 
The council expressed concern 
over reports of plans for commer¬ 
cial development of the Jaeger 
tract — the land on Kenilworth 
Ave. abutting into the Greenbelt 
Regional Park. A petition is pend¬ 
ing for the rezoning of approxi¬ 
mately 16 acres from the R-H 
(High-rise apartments) zone to the 
C-2 (General Commercial) zone. 
The APB met with one of the own¬ 
ers. B. F. Saul, II, and was ad¬ 
vised that the plan is to construct 
15 high-rise office buildings with 
penthouses on the property. 

Saul also indicated that there 
was a tentative agreement with 
the National Parks Service for the 
exchange of land in which the 
Parks Service would gain the por¬ 
tions of the Jaegar tract that ex¬ 
tend farthest into the Greenbelt 
Regional Park in exchange for 
giving up a portion of the park 
fronting on Kenilworth Ave. and 
extending up to Greenbelt Road. 
Saul indicated, according to the 
city, that a condition for this ex¬ 
change of land would be his ob¬ 
taining commercial zoning for the 
intersection of Greenbelt Road and 
Kenilworth Ave. 

Recommendations are expected 
shortly from the APB. 

The council received a subdivi¬ 
sion plat for development of the 
80-acre industrial tract near the 
B&O railroad tracks, owned by 
some of the developers of the 
Springhill Lake Apartments. The 
Technical Staff of Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission has expressed con¬ 
cern over the fact that the only ac¬ 
cess road shown is Cherry wood 
Drive. The council voted to sup¬ 
port the Technical Staff in its ef¬ 
forts to assure adequate road ac¬ 
cess to the property. 

Perimeter Road 

The council was asked to react 
to the possibility that the three 
schools on parcel 2 — land between 
the GHI property and the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway - might 
be rearranged so as to permit a 
perimeter road to be built along 
the eastern portion that would sa¬ 
tisfy the city. 

According to Giese, one possibili- 
ty being considered by the techni¬ 
cal staff of the county board of 
education is the location of the 
junior high and elementary schools 
on land north of Northway Road 
on parcel 1, leaving only the sen¬ 
ior high school on the land (parcel 
2) currently owned by the school 
board. Under the original plan, all 


three schools were to be located 
on the 60-acre tract on parcel 2 \ 

The council has scheduled a 
special meeting with the APB on 
this matter for Monday, July la 
Article Upsets Council 
Councilmen and members of the 
audience expressed their indigna¬ 
tion at a story on Greenbelt that 
appeared in the July issue of the 
magazine Washingtonian. On a 
motion by councilman Francis 
White, who said the article was 
"poorly presented, full of inaccur¬ 
acies, and did not do justice to 
the city,” the council unanimously 
voted to send a letter to the editor 
of the magazine correcting the er¬ 
rors and presenting Greenbelt’s 
side of the story. 

Mayor Edgar Smith said he and 
other city officials were interview¬ 
ed, yet the reporter chose to ig¬ 
nore their remarks and to give 
prominence to those of developer 
Charles Bresler, whose critical re¬ 
marks about Greenbelt were freely 
quoted in the article. Smith says 
he can draw no other conclusion 
than that the article was slanted 
and that the reporter "used the in¬ 
formation in the way he wanted.” 
White pointed out that nowhere in 
the article was mention made of 
the efforts the city made to pre¬ 
serve its original character by de¬ 
veloping and adopting a Greenbelt 
Master Plan and by spending thou¬ 
sands of dollars to acquire park¬ 
land. 

Councilman Gerald Gough said 
he was disturbed that the article 
used pictures of apartments, rather 
than GHI owner-occupied homes^ 
to characterize Greenbelt. He was 
also concerned that the article left 
the*’impression that the city coun¬ 
cil did not oppose vigorously the 
high-rise apartments and violation 
of covenants on the Charlestowne 
tract. 

Hugh Jascourt from the floor 
said that the article missed the 
significance of the financial sup¬ 
port given by the citizens to assist 
the News Review’s appeal of a 
$17,500 libel judgement awarded 
Bresler. This citizen support, he 
said, was a reflection of concern 
over the legal issue involved of 
what a newspaper can report — 
an issue, which the Washingtonian, 
of all groups, should have recog¬ 
nized. 

Gun Controls 

Mayor Smith anounced that the 
city has received from the Council 
of Governments a model gun con¬ 
trol ordinance. It will be placed 
on the agenda of the next council 
meeting for consideration. At the 
Ocean City convention of the 
Maryland Municipal League, a 
motion calling on all municipalities 
to support such legislation was in¬ 
troduced by Smith; after a close 
fight, a motion to table the reso¬ 
lution was defeated 27 to 23. Then 
the resolution passed easily. 

I^aw Cases 

The council was advised by city 
solicitor Emmett Nanna that the 
hearing on the city’s case seeking 
conveyance of 3.3 acres of the 
Charlestowne tract as promised by 
Charles and Fleur Bresler will be 
held on July 30-31 at Upper Marl¬ 
boro. This will be followed on 
August 1 by a hearing on the city’s 
case seeking injunctive relief a- 
gainst the construction of 21 addi¬ 
tional apartment units on the 
Charlestown tract. Served with pa¬ 
pers in the latter case were the 
Breslers, Burton Reiner, a partner, 
and Philip Freedman, treasurer of 
Stones, Inc., to whom the land was 
sold after a building permit had 
been taken out by the Breslers. 

GHI Assessed 

Council was notified that the 
cost assessable to Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., for construction of the Green- 
hill Rd. cut-through to Hillside 
Rd, came to $5,104. Giese said 
that the cost was lower than ori¬ 
ginally calculated. Council approv¬ 
ed the assessment unanimously. 

In another action concerning 
GHI, the council approved the sub¬ 
division plan for the 25 townhouses 
See COUNCIL p. 2, cal. 1 
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to be constructed opposite the 
North End School. However, in 
accordance with the recommenda¬ 
tions of the APB, the council stipu¬ 
lated that GHI construct a side¬ 
walk along the public right-of-way 
between Research Rd. and Laurel 
Hill Rd. Present GHI plans call 
for the sidewalk to run alongside 
the townhouses on GHI property. 

Another recommendation of the 
APB that GHI should provide for 
extension of the internal walkway 
system south through the middle 
of the block to Hillside Rd. was 
considered premature by the coun¬ 
cil since the internal walkway has 
not been extended to Hillside yet. 

New “Sports Center” 

Giese reported that the old bowl¬ 
ing alley area below the Coop Su¬ 
permarket is scheduled to open un¬ 
der private management as the 
Greenbelt Sports Center in August. 
Facilities will include 10 automatic 
archery units, snack bar, billiard 
tables, 6 Ten Pin automatic alleys, 
and some pinball machines. 

Other Action 

The council accepted portions of 
Springhil Lake and Breezewood 
Drive into the city road system 
but tabled a motion to accept a 
100 -foot section of Gentry Drive 
at Greenbelt Road. Concern was

expressed that this action was ser¬ 
ving the purpose of First National 
Realty rather than Springhill Lake 
residents. The council wanted 
more information on the implica¬ 
tions of this action. 

After a successful trial period 
of 30 days, council made perma¬ 
nent the closing of the roadway 
connecting the Center School park¬ 
ing lot and the West Center park¬ 
ing lot behind the Municipal Buil¬ 
ding. Barricades placed across the 
street permitted the creation of 5 
additional parking spaces, 2 of 
which are reserved for official ve¬ 
hicles. 

Council approved expenditure of 
$1,475 for purchase of radar equip¬ 
ment and $4,285 for a new air com¬ 
pressor. Also approved was pur¬ 
chase of two gas lights for the or¬ 
namental entrance to Boxwood Vil¬ 
lage at a cost of about $140. 

Council heard an appeal from 
the sponsors of the Little League 
and Boy’s Club for additional main¬ 
tenance work on the baseball dia¬ 
monds. Giese said that such aid 
would be forthcoming now that 
additional summer aid is available. 

John Churchill was reappointed 
to the Parks and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board, He had been tem¬ 
porarily out of town.
